THE HOOKER ARMAGEDDON 

Minnesota ramps up for a mythical Super Bowl sex trafficking rampage

I n the weeks leading up to the Super 
Bowl in Dallas in 2011, Texas Attorney 
General Greg Abbott called the game 
‘'the single largest human trafficking 
incident in the United States.” 

Dallas Police Sergeant Louis Felini pre¬ 
dicted that between 50,000 and 100,000 
prostitutes were coming to town. The call 
for even more outrage was sounded by the 
Dallas Women’s Foundation, which said 
the throng would include 38,000 under¬ 
age prostitutes. 

Texas responded with increased police 
presence, stings, and undercover operations. 

Within hours after the game, police 
had run the numbers. In a span of about 
two weeks, a total of 59 people had been 
arrested on prostitution-related charges. 
Thirteen were allegedly johns. Three were 
busted for outstanding warrants and were 
believed to be pimps. Only one person faced 
a human-trafficking charge. None of the 
arrests involved juveniles. 


Fast forward to 2015. Before Super Bowl 
XLIX in Glendale, Arizona, Cindy McCain— 
wife of Sen. John McCain—declared the 
Super Bowl “the largest human-trafficking 
venue on the planet.” But according to police, 
not one person was busted for prostitution- 
related crimes or sex trafficking in the days 
leading up to the game. 

The trafficking hasn’t picked up much 
momentum over the past two Super Bowls. 

In Santa Clara County, California, in 
2016, law enforcement arrested or cited 
30 johns. Of the 14 arrests or citations for 
prostitution-related offenses, one included 
the arrest of a 20-year-old woman suspected 
of pimping a 17-year-old girl. 

Over a 10-day period leading up to last 
year’s gam in Houston, police made a total 
of 107 arrests. Only 21 involved “vice pros¬ 
titution.” 

The same thing happens every year in 
Super Bowl cities, with civic leaders pre¬ 
dicting Armageddon. The myth stems from 


a peculiar logic. They apparently believe 
that America’s most connected corporate 
chieftains—the only people with the access 
and money for tickets—are actually licen¬ 
tious degenerates, here to ravish enslaved 
maidens, not watch a game. 

So teeth are gnashed and cities spend tens 
of thousands of dollars in police overtime. 
The arrest figures eventually turn out to be 
not much different than any other week. 

Despite the overwhelming evidence, the 
same tale is being peddled in Minnesota 
for Super Bowl LII in February. 

“Metro prosecutors and police anticipate 
that hundreds of women and girls will be 
sold on the sex market,” read a March story 
in the Star Tribune. 

Earlier this month, a Super Bowl Anti- 
Sex Trafficking Committee was formed to 
“elevate the issue and coordinate Minne¬ 
sota’s heightened response before, during, 
and after Super Bowl LII.” 

Another story noted a $1M campaign “to 
fight Super Bowl sex trafficking,” as if what’s 
occurred at every other Super Bowl never 
happened. 

Which begs the question: Doesn’t anyone 
on our Super Bowl committee have access 
to Google? -CORY ZUROWSKI

Minnesotas Klan 

The Knights of the Forest and the tragedy of the Ho-Chunk 


he Ho-Chunk were cursed by 
their own success. 

By the time Jean Nicollet 
arrived as a mid-17th century 
explorer, the tribe numbered in the 
thousands, proliferating in what is now 
Wisconsin. 

Called ‘Winnebago” by their neigh¬ 
boring Ojibwe—a name adopted by the 
arriving white man—the Ho-Chunk had a 
feminist streak. Women served as peace¬ 
time leaders, calling the shots on farming 
and mining as the tribe took advantage 
of lead deposits on their land, according 
to historian Catherine Coats. 

In the late 1820s, a U.S. Army general 
and businessman named Henry Dodge 
claimed a rich deposit of Ho-Chunk lead as 
his own. And what the white man wanted, 
the white man got. Dodge, who would 
later become governor and a U.S. senator 
from Wisconsin, sealed the tribe’s fate. 
They had to go. 

The tribe was first moved to Iowa, then 
to Minnesota a decade later, arriving in a 
heavily forested area of central Minnesota, 
which hardly suited their farmer-hunter 
subsistence. In 1855, some2,000 Ho-Chunk 
were relocated yet again, this time to Blue 
Earth County in southern Minnesota, next 
to the burgeoning township of Mankato. 

In all their dealings with the white man, 
this plot of arable land was the Ho-Chunk’s 
first good deal. Too good. In 1859, one year 
after Minnesota achieved statehood, the 
United States cut in half the Ho-Chunk’s 
land, freeing up the rest for white settlers 
it hoped to attract. 

But this was not enough. By the 1862 
elections, while most Americans were 
consumed with the Civil War, Mankato’s 


newspapers debated which party would 
rid them of the Ho-Chunk. 

The tribe’s crimes against the white 
man were rare, and individual—an episode 
of drunken vandalism; the murder of a 
white man who wanted the Ho-Chunk 
removed—but attributed collectively. The 
Ho- Chunk were viewed as a threat to white 
lives and livelihoods, and the land beneath 
their feet was bountiful. 

The U.S.-Dakota War broke out that

summer. Despite settlers’ fears, the Ho- 
Chunk remained peaceful. But the war 
found its own way to Mankato: The day 
after Christmas that year, 38 Dakota were 
hanged in a public square. 

Among the thousands in the audience 
that day, some viewed the spectacle through 
the windows of Mankato’s Masonic Lodge 
across the street. A week later, a group 
gathered in secret to form the “Knights 
of the Forest.” They had a singular goal: 
“To banish forever from our beautiful state 
every Indian who now desecrates the soil.” 

Two years before the first meeting of 
the Ku Klux Klan, a secret society of white 
terrorists had sprung up in Minnesota. 

The Knights of the Forest’s membership 
counted some of Mankato’s most promi¬ 
nent citizens. Among them: Charles Chap¬ 


man, a Harvard-educated East Coast man 
who served as Blue Earth County’s auditor 
and official surveyor; and John Meagher 
and John Porter Sr., who would both be 
elected to the Minnesota Legislature. 

As Knights, each swore to see that this 
“accursed race of infuriated demons is 
driven towards the setting sun.” A story 
published in a Mankato newspaper spoke 
of their greatest endeavor: an armed band 
of Knights lying in wait outside the Ho- 
Chunk reservation, prepared to shoot any 
member who strayed off the native land. 
The story does not specify “how many... 
if any were thus disposed of.” 

Whether the Knights grew into rampag¬ 
ing murderers like the Klan or the Texas 
Rangers remains unknown. Their cause 
was soon legislated out of existence. 

In February 1863, mere weeks after the 
Knights’ first meeting. Congress passed 
the Winnebago Removal Act, authored 
by Minnesota politicians who knew what 
their constituents wanted. In May, 2,000 
Ho-Chunk were forced off their land once 
more—briefly passing through Mankato, 
where they inspected the still-standing 
gallows used on the Dakota—on their way 
to Crow Creek in South Dakota. 

A Ho-Chunk chief named Baptiste 
Lasalle knew this to be desolate and 
“damn cold country.” (Many Ho-Chunk 
soon moved south, to Nebraska, or back 
to Wisconsin.) Lasalle’s wisdom was for¬ 
midable. Back in Blue Earth, he’d called 
upon the U.S. to pay debts owed to the 
tribe. If the Ho-Chunk were supposed 
to live like white men, he said, “it takes 
a great deal of money to do so.” 

Hundreds of Ho-Chunk died during and 
after relocation to South Dakota. Behind

them, their property was already being 
sold to high bidders. 

The Knights of the Forest disbanded as 
quickly and quietly as they had formed, 
according to Coats, a librarian at St. Cloud 
State University. 

At the time, the city fathers of Mankato 
considered the short-lived Knights hon¬ 
orable figures of local lore. In 1869, the 
Knights’ “ritual document,” including its 
dark oath, was sealed in a time capsule left 
in the cornerstone of the Mankato Nor¬ 
mal School, which later became Mankato 
State University. 

The capsule was ceremonially unsealed 
in 1968, though the oath was largely 
ignored. Despite “compelling evidence” 
revealing an “unexamined history of hate,” 
Coats writes, few in Minnesota know the 
first thing about the group. 

The Knights of the Forest could never 
have imagined their brief reign would 
largely be left out of Minnesota history. 
They pictured themselves conquering 
heroes. Surely, only the accursed Ho- 
Chunk could have seen it otherwise—and 
even by 1869, they were long gone. 03

A Town Turned 



FOR SOME, DOWNTOWN MINNEAPOLIS’ VIBE 
NOW COMES WITH A SERRATED EDGE

orey Schmidt made his 
acquaintance with the 
city from a window seat 
of a party bus. 

A boyhood friend from 
the plains of western Min¬ 
nesota was about to get married. A dozen 
friends rented a coach and stocked it with 
booze. Next stop: downtown Minneapolis. 

As the bus chugged along Hennepin 
Avenue, Schmidt, a 21-year-old from Red¬ 
wood Falls, gawked at the kaleidoscope 
of lights. He couldn’t help but feel goose 
bumps from the chaotic panorama. 

“The energy was nothing like I had ever 
experienced,” he says. “It was electric, but 
at the same time I felt uncomfortable. It 
was overwhelming.” 

Fifteen years later, Minneapolis police 
officer Corey Schmidt surveys a Friday 
night near City Center. Passersby con¬ 
verse in a multitude of languages. Some 
acknowledge him with polite nods, others 
with uncertain smiles. 

As Schmidt zigzags toward Target Center, 
he is witness to another generation staking 
its claim to party central. 

A woman in masochistic platform pumps 
exits an Uber, dressed ankle to big hair in 


black rubber, save for the leather strap 
keeping her gag ball in place. A prospec¬ 
tive bride in veil and jean shorts hustles 
to a strip club as her rowdy girlfriends 
give chase. College guys roam in packs 
while two women pound on Mayo Clinic 
Square’s glass doors, demanding entry. 

“Let me in, bitch!” they shout. 


“It’s still got the lights,” says Schmidt. 
“It’s still got all the people. The energy 
is electric, just like 15 years ago. When I 
look at downtown, I see different kinds of 
people coming here to have a good time. 
What I see is lots of people having fun.” 

Except for the woman he encounters 
near First Avenue. 


She lives in Willmar, likely in town for 
the Keith Sweat concert that ended an 
hour before. Between cocktails, she’s mis¬ 
placed her boyfriend somewhere on the 
confusing canvas of strange faces and loud 
noises. Her Zamboni-resurfaced eyes say 
she’s somewhere between the munchies 
and puking. 

“Please don’t arrest my bo 5 df lend,” she 
pleads repeatedly, though boyfriend has yet 
to make an appearance. “Please, officer.” 
Schmidt plays babysitter, convincing her 
it best that she go back to her room at the 
Hampton Inn. 

If downtown is the heartbeat of Min¬ 
neapolis, then its collective soul resides 
on Hennepin Avenue, the corridor that’s 
long served as its cultural, commercial, 
and entertainment epicenter. But these 
days, visitors aren’t seeing the intoxicat¬ 
ing glimmer Schmidt beheld so long ago. 

Talk to civic leaders, downtown workers, 
and couples descending from Burnsville, 
and they 11 tell you to drive down Hennepin 
with the windows open once the sun has 
called it day. If you watch and listen, the 
feeling isn’t one of good vibrations. It’s 
energy with a serrated edge, the vibe that 
comes from a city turning mean.

APOCALYPSE NOW 


T he harbinger that something was 
wrong came via letter in Decem¬ 
ber. Among the four authors of 
the missive to Mayor Betsy Hodges was 
Steve Cramer, president and CEO of the 
Minneapolis Downtown Council, a busi¬ 
ness group with more than 400 members 
(including City Pages and its corporate 
parent, the Star Tribune). 

The letter spoke of a new kind of peril 
threatening downtown. Unlike years past, 
when a spike in violent crime cast the city 
in an uncomfortable light, this cause for 
alarm was more elusive. The problem wasn’t 
necessarily crime in the technical sense. 
It was more of a belligerence, a creeping 
sense of depravity. 

People shouting, dropping F-bombs for 
all to hear. Groups running up and down 
sidewalks, steamrolling whomever and get¬ 
ting into confrontations. Men urinating on 
the front doors of businesses, day and night. 

‘Dur growing numbers of workers, visi¬ 
tors, and residents are frequently not expe¬ 
riencing a feeling of safety downtown,” the 
letter said. ‘Dur concerns are fueled by the 
prevalence of unchecked flagrant, aggres¬ 
sive, and sometimes criminal behavior in 
highly visible and heavily traveled parts of 
downtown Minneapolis.” 

Cramer saw the situation getting worse 
last summer. People were reporting similar 
stories from all parts of downtown. It was a 
change in energy. Whereas Hennepin had 
long possessed a certain trademark grit, it 
was now being described as peculiarly base, 
in flagrant violation of decency and respect. 

One incident stood out as a demarca¬ 
tion point. A company had moved its head¬ 
quarters from a suburb to LaSalle Avenue, 
requiring employees to park in a ramp north 
of Hennepin. 

One morning lastyear, a female employee 
was walking on the avenue when she was 
sucker-punched by a stranger. Just because. 

‘The person didn’t take her purse or 
anything. It was just a random act,” says

Cramer. “When I’m hearing stories like this 
one and others... when it’s from a group of 
people who come forward with all sincerity 
and say something is different and it’s not 
good, that made me personally take notice.” 

Tim Balfanz, manager of the Saloon, 
recalls the watershed event for him. One 
of the bar’s longtime patrons, a man in his 
60s, had his wallet picked by ayoung woman 
“literally three feet from our front door, 
and it wasn’t like it happened at bar close. 
There was daylight.” 

The man pursued the thief down the 
block. Unbeknownst to the victim, she 
wasn’t working alone. He eventually caught 
the woman on a busy sidewalk. Two men 
appeared in an instant. 

“They knocked him to the ground and 
basically beat the shit of him,” says Balfanz. 
“I mean, they hurt him. 

“I’ve lived and worked and been around 
downtown for 20 years. When this hap¬ 
pened, that’s what made me start to think 
something was different. It was like [the 
perpetrators] had become more blatant. 
They didn’t give a fuck an 3 miore who was 
around or what time it was.” 

It’s been months since Colleen, who only 
wants her first name used, went downtown. 
She was a regular, arriving with her husband 
to sample restaurants different from those 
near their Lake Minnetonka home. 

But on one Thursday night before 9 p.m., 
a group of young men made lewd remarks 
as she and her hubby walked from a restau¬ 
rant to a parking ramp. Their comments 
escalated from “you look nice” to “skinny 
bitch wanting some of this.” 

The couple found themselves on a lone¬ 
some block, save for the four men now fol¬ 
lowing them. Ignoring them didn’t work. 
The couple quickened their gait. Colleen’s 
husband finally stopped and spoke firmly.

appealing to their sense of honor. 

“They laughed at him,” says Colleen, 
who was scared and veering toward panic. 
“They laughed like it was hysterical, and I 
mean they were sincere.” 

The men continued to follow until the 
couple turned a comer and two cops came 
into sight The men evaporated into the night 
“I didn’t know what to expect next That’s 
what really scared me most,” she says. “It 
felt like they were enjoying making us feel 
fearful.” 

THE NAKED CITY 


H ennepin Avenue is no stranger to a 
dubious limelight In 1978, WCCO- 
TV legendDave Moore told the story 
of “a kind of a Midwestern Times Square,” 
the strip where “fights, dmnks, gamblers, 
prostitutes, car thieves, and traffic accidents 
are all in a night’s work.” 

This time around, there’s no need for 
TV crews. The Hennepin Theatre Trust’s 
three venues — the State, Orpheum, and 
Pantages — form an imperfect triangle on 
the avenue. For Joan Vorderbmggen, the 
TmsFs director of public art, the awakening 
to a mde dawn wasn’t a single incident, but 
a compendium of moments. 

Vorderbmggen spends her lunch hours 
on Hennepin, if only to learn about the 
people who frequent the strip. Rare is the 
unmolested meal. If it isn’t an older man 
suffering from mental illness, it’s a young 
mother in an equally bad predicament, 
asking Vorderbmggen to share her food. 

‘‘You go there and eat your lunch and 
you’ll go crazy from all the people begging 
you for the food you’re eating,” she says. 
“You’re going to see a lot of pain and hurt, 
and it’s generally going to be very uncom¬ 
fortable and very unpleasant.” 

Last year, Vorderbmggen staged an art 
project on a five-block stretch of Hennepin. 
What was designed to be “a vibrant destina¬ 
tion for everyone to enjo/’ deteriorated into 
episode after episode of a poorly produced 
reality show. 


The Hennepin Theatre Trust’s 
Joan Vorderbruggen fell in love 
with the strip as a punk-rock teen. 


“People were pissing in the alleys,” 
she says. “They were drunk. They were 
high. They were falling over. There were 
fights. It was scary. It was gritty. And it 
was emotional.” 

But Vorgerbmggen keeps advocating for 
the avenue. The Theatre Tmst’s 5 to 10 on 
Hennepin seeks to make it into a gathering 
place for art, music, and activities. 

John Sweeney, owner of the Brave New 
Workshop, has witnessed similar scenes, 
created by those in the throes of mental 
illness and others with no such excuse. 
He calls it “jerkism.” 

The behavior ranges from intimidating 
catcalls to the woman “with the hot ass,” 
to urinating on building doors. 

“Most of the things are not an 3 Thing 
horribly dangerous,” says Sweeney. ‘We’re 
talking about stuff that are basic societal 
norms about being kind and civil to each 
other, behavior from people acting outside 
the norms. Most of it is the kind of things 
I would ground my 11- and 14-year-old 
kids for.” 

Sweeney has hundreds of reasons for 
concern. He moved his operation — 118 
employees and 234 shows annually—from 
Uptown to its location on Hennepin six 
years ago. 

“It just makes you wonder why some¬ 
one can’t be civil,” he says. “Unfortunately, 
there seems to be a population of people 
who come from wherever, who come down 
there and somehow think it’s okay to be 
jerks to people.” 

And they often come wielding righteous¬ 
ness, elevating their game from jerks to 
bastards. 

“What seems to have happened in the 
last three or five years,” he says, “is that 
when they are acting like jerks and some¬ 
one tries to call them on it, there’s a sense 
of almost entitlement from them. It’s like

they're entitled to behave without any con¬ 
sequence or responsibility to the greater 
community. 

‘Tou ask, ‘Can you please not litter?’ And 
they act like you’ve imposed upon their 
right to litter.” 

Whether the metastasis of boorish 
behavior stems from a kind of burgeon¬ 
ing, arrogant criminality or vice versa, it 
matters nil. 

“It’s become a level of menace that we 
have many people reporting they’re having a 
different kind of downtown experience than 
ever before... which cannot be accepted,” 
says the Downtown Council’s Cramer. 

Especially when Minneapolis is about to 
host the X Games in July, the Super Bowl in 
February, and the NCAA Final Four in 2019. 

“We knew we had to try and get out 
in front of this thing,” Cramer says. “We 
couldn’t let it go unchecked.” 

The business community’s plea meant 
pressure on Mayor Hodges to do some¬ 
thing. The city announced a new safety 
initiative in April. 

It was regally titled “Minneapolis Part¬ 
nership to Create a Safe and Inviting Hen¬ 
nepin Avenue Spring/Summer 2017 Plan,” 
involving conversations with youths, added 
police, and “Pianos on Parade,” allowing 
people to tickle the ivories. 

Whether it will achieve anythingremains 
to be seen. 

Historian and author Larry Millett, who’s 
written various books about Minneapolis, 
is unapologetic about playing the buzzkill. 
Putting more boots on the ground via out¬ 
reach workers and police officers won’t 
stamp out wa 5 rward behavior, he argues. 

“It’s like pla 5 dng whack-a-mole,” Millett 
says. “Knock it down in one place and it’ll 
pop back up in another area. In that sense 
cities — and Minneapolis is no different — 
are kind of like growing wild plants that 
you cannot entirely control.” 

He also believes the situation can be 
manipulated by certain parties, such as 
business interests who want to protect their 
investments by ensuring downtown has all

the appearance of friendliness. 

“My sense of the situation is there are 
those people who are more sensitive to 
the dangers, perceived or otherwise, than 
others. People’s perceptions don’t always 
align with reality.” 

CITY OF BLINDING LIGHTS 


S cott Kolber feels unease the moment 
he rolls his wheelchair out of the 
Salvation Army on Currie Avenue 
and into the morning light. A blood clot 
claimed one of his legs. And there’s not 
much work for a 47-year-old construction 
laborer missing a limb. 

He’s also bipolar and possibly suffering 
from PTSD from his stint as a Marine, so 
Kolber kills most of his time traveling along 
Hennepin and Nicollet avenues. 

“This city changes as it gets closer to 
nighttime,” he says. “The dealers and the 
users come out. Crack, pot, mostly. I’ve been 
robbed four times on either Hennepin or 
Nicollet They take whatever money I have.... 
They threaten to beat me up or pull a knife.” 

Thomas Cramer (no relation to Steve 
Cramer) is unemployed and can be found 
downtown almost daily, asking for strang¬ 
ers’ spare change. The South High grad has 
sweet memories of a different downtown. 
“My grandma used to bring me downtown 
on my birthday for the soda fountain at the 
old Walgreen’s, a visit to the Foshay Tower, 
and a movie at the Skyway Theater,” he 
recalls fondly. 

Those memories have faded. 

“Right now, I’m hoping someone gives 
me five dollars because five bucks would 
change my day.” 

A bus ferries the 56-year-old from his 
North Side apartment to downtown. It’s 
been his routine since fall. 

On this day, he’s parked his rolling walker 
on a Nicollet Mall sidewalk in the throes 
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of construction hell. Cramer won’t specify 
his medical condition. He moves as if each 
body part requires mental prodding before 
it can take action. The walker’s handlebars 
are pointed outward so it can double as a 
seat. With a cardboard sign propped on 
his knees, Cramer asks strangers to spare a 
buck, yet he’s pra 5 dng for a bill with Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln. 

“I’m not panhandling. I’m signing,” he 
says. “Panhandling is when someone says 
give me something. Signing is more civil.” 

He’s especially low on funds since being 
mugged a second time two weeks ago on 


more beers, which is the first thing he wants 
and the last thing he needs. 

“They just jumped me,” he tells Schmidt. 
“These two dudes right here at this comer. 
Two of’em.” 

Within minutes, San will mutate from 
mildlyjarred assault victim to cocfy, jocular 
douchebag. With the assailants long gone 
and intoxication mitigating any pain, San 
becomes determined to give Schmidt a 
hug. When that’s not happening, San barks 
to everyone in a half-block radius that he 
“ain’t nobody’s bitch.” 

He is somebody s husband. San borrows

Hennepin. He thinks one person, maybe 
more, blindsided him. Cramer crashed on the 
sidewalk. Someone ripped off his backpack 
and bolted. It happened one late afternoon. 

Cramer holds up swollen hands and fin¬ 
gers. Dried blood on a kneecap is exposed 
when he shifts his seat, the rip in his jeans 
yawning wider. 

Both incidents took place as evening 
approached. There are those downtown, 
Cramer says, who cuss out the disabled for 
not getting out of their way fast enough. 
They makes threats if he won’t hand over 
his backpack, or what’s left of his Newports. 

“There’s always them few that don’t give 
a damn about nobody,” he says. 

These are the stubborn symptoms of an 
unhealthy ecosystem, accordingto the The¬ 
atre Tmst’s Vorderbmggen. “The truth of 
the matter is Hennepin Avenue... is diseased. 

‘We have the largest homeless shelter 
in the state one block from the Orpheum, 
in addition to the other shelters. For the 
people who are experiencing homelessness, 
they have nowhere to go and nothing to do, 
and many, if not most, suffer from mental 
illness. It’s fucked up. It’s so fucked up I 
can’t even believe it.” 

THE LONG ROAD 

U ntil a day of reckoning arrives, 
Minneapolis Police are in charge 
of keeping the peace, delivering a 
downtown that looks and feels like a good 
time. 

Tonight has been cooperative for Officer 
Schmidt and the other 40 or so cops on 
duty, from foot patrols to mounted police 
to the Bicycle Rapid Response Team. 

But there’s still “San” from Prior Lake. 
He got into a fight with two men on Hen- 
nepin. They took his phone and wallet, 
leaving San without the means to order 


a cell to call his wife, who’s downtown 
somewhere. They agree to meet nearby, 
outside of O’Donovan’s Pub. 

Schmidt gets how the game is played. 
Moneyed interests and the city’s election- 
year politics raise the ante. Police are thrown 
into the middle. He points to crime stats as 
evidence that downtown hasn’t changed, 
naysayers be damned. 

The numbers support him. The First 
Precinct, which covers downtown, reports 
that while incidents of robbery, assault, and 
burglary are creeping higher, the overall 
stats aren’t much different than they were 
four years ago. 

The business community’s “opinion 
counts,” Schmidt says. “And it’s important 
as a police department we listen and take 
into account what they’re saying, and we 
show them this is what we’re doing.... Our 
goal is make it that everyone who comes 
downtown feels safe. 

“But I think it’s unfair for anyone to say 
downtown is unsafe. For anybody coming 
here, I think what it’s about is there has to 
be a level of personal responsibility that 
comes with being downtown.” 

Balfanz disagrees. At the Saloon, he and 
his closing staff will accompany one another 
to their cars. They used to not think twice 
about leaving the bar alone at the end of 
their shifts. But employees began to say 
they’d been followed. Groups were form¬ 
ing in front of parking garages. 

“I honestly feel less safe now than I ever 
have, and I’m hearing about it more from 
people and our customers, where they’ve 
started complaining about being harassed 
coming to or leaving the bar,” he says. “Yes, 
people have always been mugged, their 
wallet has been taken. It’s downtown, right? 
I don’t know if it’s a feeling or what. It’s 
hard to put into words. But something has 
definitely changed.” 03

ever eat fish if you can eat 
steak.” 

My boyfriend says this 
X 1 was a common remark 
from his dad when he was still alive. His 
father was a very Minnesotan man, fond 
of fishing, but even fonder of steak. 

There was a time, not so long ago, when 
a fancy Minnesota night on the town meant 
one thing and one thing only: the steak- 
house. For many Minnesotans, this is still 
very much the case. 

“We have a lot of anniversaries, first 
dates, birthdays; many people have got¬ 
ten engaged here,” says Mark Lindemer, 
who currently owns Arden Hills’ Lindey’s 
Steakhouse with his brother David. 

It may seem strange that the funny little 
structure on a funny little hill off North 
Snelling Avenue, with its wood panel¬ 


ing throughout and a lake-cabin vibe, is 
the place people choose when celebrat¬ 
ing their most important life moments. 
But remember, special occasions call for 
steak. And this is not just a place for steak, 
but “The Place for Steak,” as the facade 
advertises in flashy red neon. 

Lindey’s was born in the mid-1950s, 
when Louis Walter Lindemer had a revela¬ 
tion: “I know how to make a steak.” Not 
just any steak, but a steak that anyone 
could enjoy, for a fair price. 

“He was just out of the Navy,” says 
Mark. (Louis passed away in 1994, and 
Mark and his four brothers took over the 
business. Now, 23 years later, it rests in 
the hands of just Mark and David.) “He 
figured out how to make sirloin. Not filet, 
not tenderloin, but sirloin, which doesn’t 
cost an arm and a leg.” 

Not costing an arm and a leg is just one 
of the hallmarks of Lindey’s, a one-of-a- 


kind, unlikely, but irresistible force for 
almost 60 years. 

Lindemer began his business in the 
basement of Minneapolis’ Coronado Cafe, 
serving some of the very same meals that 
Linde/s serves today (albeit a bit cheaper 
at $2.35 to $2.95 per meal). He quickly 
realized he needed abetter venue for his 
steaks and set his sights on the Wagon 
Wheel. 

The Wagon Wheel was a North Woods- 
inspired supper club in a 1930s building 
near Lake Johanna. Arden Hills would 
have been “up north” at that time, north of 
all the small, southern Minnesota towns. 
(Even though no body of water is visible 
from Lindey’s, you know you’re in lake 
country. You can practically smell it.) 

And that location became Lindey’s 
lightning in a bottle. In the ’80s they 
tried launching an outpost in Medicine 
Lake, and it just wouldn’t go. ‘We tried the

wood paneling, the half walls, ever54hing,” 
says Lindemer. Still, it was a non-starter. 
There’s something special about the former 
Prohibition-era supperclub and a once- 
upon-a-time bottle shop at its entrance. 
The structure is almost dollhouse-intimate, 
with a stone fireplace and long wooden 
bar feeling oversized for the space. 

The rest of the operation is tight as a 
drum. 

Your “menu” is a sign on a metal post 
that your server parks in front of you like 
a traffic signal urging you to go. On that 
sign, find three kinds of sirloin: chopped, 
prime, and “special.” Broiled shrimp is the 
sole alternative for non-meat eaters, and

each set meal is priced between $21.95 
and $32.95. 

Chopped is the most economical, a glori¬ 
fied burger without the bun. Prime is the 
end piece of the beast, and probably best 
for those with less pink in mind. Love a 
mid-rare steak? Spring for the “special” 
sirloin at a dollar more, arriving rosy as 
a flower petal and 
tender as can be. 

Lindey’s cooks 
the meat to precise 
steakhouse temps. 

Rare arrives with a 
“red cool center”; 
medium-well is 
sliced in the kitchen 
then broiled to 
remove any pink. 

This “no tenderloin, 
no filet” imperative 
of Lindey’s slips 
from mind as your 
meat is presented table-side on a sizzle 
plate and sliced before you. 

Other cornerstones of this meal include 
an iceberg lettuce salad with housemade 
Thousand Island dressing; all-you-can- 
eat seasoned potatoes also served on a 
sizzle plate; towering baskets of garlic 
bread; and, of all things, pickled sweet 
watermelon rind in a cup. 

Any good restaurant with economics 
at its heart knows bounteous starches 
are paramount, and those at Lindey’s are 
not only abundant, but utterly delicious. 
The garlic bread is warm, fresh, fra¬ 
grant, and addictive. Ditto the potatoes, 
a hybrid of smashed and hashed, with 
crisp brown edges and more season¬ 
ing than just garlic (it’s a family secret). 
Finish a plate and another arrives like 
magic, free of charge. 


The steak, butchered and aged in-house, 
tastes deceptively lavish, with the table- 
side flourishes making a special occasion 
out of clever economy. 

And therein lies the real magic. 

“The longer we keep it this way, the 
more appeal it’s going to have,” says Mark. 
“And business is good.” 

Even though 
Lindey’s is the 
sort of place with 
regulars — a place 
you go because 
your grandparents 
went, and then your 
parents, and then 
you—they do have 
a tactic for getting 
new business: Grab 
a Lindey’s postcard 
from the holster in 
the lobby and fill it 
out. Say whatever 
you like, but preferably some variation 
on: ‘Tou gotta try this place.” Linde/s will 
postmark and drop it in the mail, gratis. 

“It’s friend-to-friend, and it works,” 
Mark says. 

Think about that. Lindey’s wants you 
to advertise their brand of steak to your 
friends, not your “friends.” Not the 2,000 
virtual-reality acquaintances who “like” 
your life but are very unlikely to do any¬ 
thing about it. 

Instead, tell a friend—one of the few 
whose address you actually know—to head 
out for a steak they can probably afford, in 
a neighborhood that’s no longer “up north” 
but is now very central, and still special. 

Center cut, end cut, or chopped, no 
matter how you slice it, Lindey’s is the 
place for steak, and from one friend to 
another: Business is good. 03

“For some reason, my parents weren’t 
bringing home Richard Pryor records,” 
laughs comic and writer Laurie Kilmartin 
when asked about how she first became 
interested in comedy.

She’d 
open the show, take questions, and then 
go into sketches.

Edgar Wright abandons the laughs (sort of) for a full-bore heist flick

B oth comedies and their creators 
rarely get the credit they deserve, 
so it’s not a total surprise that 
writer-director Edgar Wright 
has flown under the radar. 

With Shaun of the Dead, Hot Fuzz, and 
TV’s Spaced, Wright has proven himself 
to be not only one of the funniest direc¬ 
tors working today, but also one of the 
most interesting. 

In Baby Driver, Wright abandons the 
goofballery and tries his hand at a full-bore 
action flick. While we do lose some of the 
quirks that make his movies unique, as a 
genre piece, Wright’s latest film outdoes 
many contemporary takes. 

Baby (Ansel Elgort) is a getaway driver, 
a precocious talent whose teenage years 
were spent joyriding in stolen cars and 
screwing with the police. One of those 


cars, and its valuable contents, belonged 
to Doc (Kevin Spacey), a criminal master¬ 
mind who’s been forcing Baby to repay 
what he stole, one robbery at a time. After 
years of helping Doc, Baby needs one 
more job to get out for good. 

Of course, in the world of heist movies, 
it’s never that simple. Baby, who doesn’t 
say much and listens to music 24/7 due to 
constant tinnitus, has fallen in love with 
a melodious waitress named Debora (Lily 
James). Now Doc has leverage to keep 
his lucky driver in the game. 

It would be impossible not to draw some 
comparisons to 2011’s Drive, the Nicolas 
Winding Refn masterpiece featuring a 
taciturn getaway driver who becomes 
smitten with a waitress and thus has 
something to lose. That ssdd. Baby Driver 
feels more accessible and has a lot more 
fun with the premise. 

There aren’t necessarily uproari¬ 


ous laughs, but there’s certainly more 
comedic relief, and a classics soundtrack 
of Linklater proportions that at times 
makes the movie seem more like the 
music video for a massive playlist than 
a narrative film. 

On the technical side of things. Baby 
Driver shows a few of Wright’s signa¬ 
ture moves: clever use of diegetic sound, 
intricate long takes, punchy close-ups. 
But it’s the car chases that stand out, and 
that’s obviously what you need out of a 
movie called Baby Driver. 

Years of spoofing action tropes have 
imbued Wright with the skill to pull off 
some badass stunts without the ironic 
wink. In the opening scene. Baby zips 
around Atlanta in a red Impreza WRX, 
evading cops post-robbery with insane 
J-turns, skillful drifting, and an other¬ 
worldly use of physics. These moments 
only mark the beginning of Wright’s clever

spins on what can be a tired component 
of the heist movie. 

However, Wright’s loyal following 
may have a problem with what happens 
between the car chases, as the story inBaby 
Driver can dip into formulaic territory. 
Wright’s at his best when he’s toying with 
genre conventions for a laugh, paradoxi¬ 
cally allowing his heartfelt moments to 
resonate fully. Without the overarching 
punchline, the movie feels a bit too nor¬ 
mal and never hits Wright’s usual peaks. 

There are times when Baby Driver 
doesn’t even feel like an Edgar Wright 
movie. And for a director who’s made 
some of the most engrossing films in 
recent memory, that’s a shame. 03

A great supporting cast brings a classic work to life

T he division of emotional labor 
between men and women has 
changed significantly since the 
1980s—let alone the 1880s. That 
inevitably dates Sunday in the Park with 
George, although the Guthrie Theater gives 
Stephen Sondheim’s 1983 musical a lucid 
and engaging production. 

Sondheim and pla 5 twright James Lap- 
ine hit their core themes from the opening 
scene, as post-impressionist great Georges 
Seurat (a bland Randy Harrison, familiar 
from Queer as Folk) takes his sweet time 
rendering a sketch of the too aptly named 
Dot (Erin Mackey), his muse and lover. Dot 
is literally chafing under the demands of 
George’s art, as she stands sweating in a 
heavy dress that ultimately unfurls for her 
to step out-of-body and survey the situation. 

Dot loves George, but he’s preoccupied 
with the creation of what will become his 
masterpiece, A Sunday Afternoon on the 
Island of La Grande Jatte. She’ll ultimately 
have a prominent place in that painting, 
and over the course of the musical’s first 
act we meet the motley cast of characters 
who will also populate that crowded canvas. 

The aspect of Sunday in the Park that 
remains most enjoyable is Sondheim’s depic¬ 
tion of this unruly crew being corralled 
into Seurat’s sedate tableau, and director 
Joseph Haj excels with his sublime sup¬ 
porting cast. 

A tall^ pair of eligible ladies (Cat Brindisi 
and Christian Bardin) set their sights on two 
stoic soldiers (David Darrow and Benjamin 
Lohrberg). The painter’s mother (Christine

Toy Johnson) searches for shade along with 
her nurse (Emily Gunyou Halaas), who’s 
planning a risque rendezvous with a lustful 
coachman (Sasha Andreev). A grumpy boat¬ 
man (Justin Lee Miller) candidly assesses 
the scene. 

At the center of the story, though, are the 
tortured artist and the woman who ulti¬ 
mately leaves him for a kind but uninspiring 
baker (Max Wojtanowicz). In the second 
act, the show flashes forward to the 1980s, 
where Seurat’s great-grandson (Harrison 
again) is an artist celebrating his ances¬ 
tor’s legacy. He’s at a creative crossroads, 
requiring Dot to appear from beyond the 
grave and offer encouragement. 

There’s a lot of plot here, but Haj patiently 
draws out the various strands. The stakes 
are always clear—and so is the pristine 
singing, thanks to an impeccable sound 
mix that incorporates a vigorous orchestra 
ensconced behind a scrim. 

The Wurtele Thrust Stage complicates the 
task of animating a rectangular painting, but 
scenic designer Jan Chambers compensates 
for the lack of a conventional proscenium 
by erecting an immense onstage frame that, 
like the rest of the set, is white. That allows 
Caite Hevner’s precise projections to depict 
the setting as it evolves into a very familiar 
work of art that’s taken on new layers of 
meaning by the time its subjects emerge 
for their curtain call. 03

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CRACKING THE VAULTS 

Previously unreleased Prince tracks from the ’80s 
let you be nostalgic for music you’ve never heard before

W hat if you had a chance to 
assemble abrand new Prince 
album from his unreleased 
’80s recordings? 

That’s essentially what Warner Bros, 
and NPG Records have done. Last Friday 
Prince’s former label and his own boutique 
imprint released a newly (and much belat¬ 
edly) remastered version of Purple Rain. 
There’s also a Deluxe Edition, as there 
always is with such items, but this one is 
special: It includes a bonus disc of 11 tracks 
culled from recordings Prince made from 
1983-1984, at the peak of his fame, several 
exhumed from that vault we’ve heard so 
much about. 

Some of these songs have floated around 
as bootlegs, others have emerged over the 
years in alternate versions, a few have been 
unheard in any form. Still, all sound recog¬ 
nizable in a way that’ll trigger a nostalgic 


twinge, because they’re constructed from 
the components of the Minneapolis Sound 
that Prince perfected on Purple Rain: the 
electronic slap of the Linn LM-1 Drum 
Computer, the woozy S 5 miphonics of the 
Oberheim synthesizer, the gauzy harmonies 
of Wendy and Lisa, that guitar. 

The first official posthumous collection 
of Prince rarities (and surely not the last) is 
athingworth sifdngthrough track by track. 

“The Dance Electric” 

This doomy funk track may sound famil¬ 
iar—Prince handed it off to Andre Cymone 
for his pal’s 1985 album. The apocal}^)- 
tic message with which it opens—“Love 
your enemies/ There isn’t much time”—is 
familiar too: It’s like a lyric from a chaster 
“1999” or a saner “Let’s Go Crazy.” For 10 
unyielding minutes the drums slap each 
other around and Prince chants the same 
chorus as the groove ebbs and flows and 
builds and mutates. 


“Love and Sex” 

‘TJh huh huh huh huh!” Prince grunts flam¬ 
boyantly over a clamorous opening drum 
fill, followed by a dare of “Come on baby, 
hurt me.” Then, a whiplash groove estab¬ 
lished, he gets metaphysical—he’s in favor 
of both love and sex (like you had to ask), 
and his primary concern about the afterlife 
is, sensibly enough, what the nookie’s like 
there. Listen closely and you can hear a 
soft “verse two” vocal cue left in the mix. 

“Computer Blue 
(Hallway Speech Version)” 

About midway through the much-coveted 
12-minute alternate version of the Purple 
Rain track, the robotized voices of Wendy 
and Lisa re-emerge to pity the “poor lonely 
computer” that needs to learn the differ¬ 
ence between love and lust. Then, as the 
band cooks and the guitar overheats. Prince 
narrates his dreamlike wanderings through 
the titular hallway. It’s the kind of crazy 
epic he could only pull off at his peak, sex- 
ily undercutting its pretension with a lewd 
wink. But the Deluxe Expanded Edition of 
Purple Rain also includes a disc of radio edits, 
dance mixes, andb-sides, and wouldn’t this 
feel more at home there? 

“Electric Intercourse” 

The first appetizer for this project, which 
surfaced back in April, might be the best 


thing here. Bumped iromPurpleRain after 
Prince dreamed up “The Beautiful Ones,” it’s 
a more playful ballad than the showstopper 
that replaced it. A piano drizzles like rain¬ 
drops, orchestral synthesizers wrap around 
the production like heavy velvet curtains, 
and electronic drums bound from channel 
to channel with ping-ponging finesse. The 
chorus follows up “I’ll shock you with my 
lips” with “Darling, don’t you know/Your 
Technicolor climax is at my fingertips?” and 
the vocal gets so impatiently worked up by 
the climax it’s like Prince started fucking 
without you. 

“Our Destiny/Roadhouse Garden” 

In the first half of this odd suite, Lisa Cole¬ 
man quavers flirtatiously over subtle elec¬ 
tronic percolation and a light bass-drum tap 
broken by periodic eruptions of a multicol¬ 
ored bloom of S 3 mthesized strings. “I don’t 
wanna have your baby,” she tells her lust 
object. “But you gotta be the finest speci¬ 
men I’ve ever seen.” Prince then emerges 
on “Roadhouse Garden,” using a deeper, 
more soulful voice than customary for him 
at the time, for a strolling bit of pastoral 
electrofunk. 

“Possessed” 

This ingeniously layered synthesizer fantasia 
would have fit right in oni999. Throughout, 
an eerie new-wave keyboard riff wends 
over a jerky funk beat as Prince hyperven¬ 
tilates with irresistible abandon, moaning, 
“Someone’s in my body.” Ifyou think you’ve 
heard it before, an instrumental snippet 
plays briefly during one scene in Purple 
Rain, and the track surfaced on the Prince 
and the Revolution: Live VHS released in 
the summer of 1985. 

“Wonderful Ass” 

Written for (and somehow rejected as too 
risque by) the Violent Femmes, this pro-butt 
strut is buoyant and debonair rather than 
lowdown and leering. And such fancy lyrics! 
One verse rhymes three-syllable words that 
end in “-ate,” just like on INXS’ “Mediate,” 
and if there’s a Nobel Prize for non sequi- 
turs. Prince should win for this quatrain 
alone: ‘‘You do not understand my quirky 
ways/My crazy logic leaves you in a daze/ 
Think my neurosis is just a phase/You’ve 
got a wonderful ass.” 

“Velvet Kitty Cat” 

Here’s the kind of charming minor record¬ 
ing you always hope projects like this will 
dredge up, a cut so slight Prince would never

slot it on an LP himself, just a suave, slurry 
vocal slinking across a purposely dinky lite- 
funk beat. 

“Katrina’s Paper Dolls” 

Quiet, empathetic, and graceful, this tale of 
a woman who sits at home snipping paper 
dolls—“one doll for every day her old man’s 
been gone”—anticipates the investigations 
into the female experience Prince would 
later conduct on Sign o’ the Times. And yes, 
Katrina is Vanity’s middle name. 

“We Can Fuck” 

Don’t let that title get you too worked up. 
You may have already heard this track as 
the generically named George Clinton duet 
on Graffiti Bridge: ‘We Can Funk.” You’ll 
probably prefer the X-rated version, though 
it’s a bit disappointing that the climactic 
funk jam here is a retread. 

“Father’s Song” 

Written by Prince’s father, John, this lovely 
instrumental, which recurs throughout 
Purple Rain and plays a role in the movie’s 
plot, works well as a coda in its full five- 
minute version. 

In short, good stuff, and though this collec¬ 
tion won’t profoundly change the way you 
hear or think about Prince’s classic music, 
it does allow us to indulge a curious hypo¬ 
thetical: This is what a terrific Prince album 
that had no hit singles would have sounded 
like in 1984. Nothing here would have edged 
past Michael or Bruce or Madonna—or 
even Huey or Lionel or Phil—to top the 
charts in its day. And whatever treasures 
emerge from the Paisley deep in the future, 
I doubt we’ll ever hear a woulda-been-a-hit. 
After all. Prince was many things: prolific, 
mercurial, brilliant, fussy, a wonderful ass 
in more ways than one. But he sure wasn’t 
dumb. [Q

7TH ST. ENTRY SATURDAY 7.1 
When the Seattle quartet Chastity Belt 
unlocked their sound on their intentionally 
misspelled 2013 debut. No Regerts, it mixed 
up post-punk aggression and silly (though 
pointed), off-the-stall humor—“Pussy Weed 
Beer,” “Giant (Vagina)”—with the knotted, 
slightly dissonant guitar sound of Northwest 
bands like Sleater-Kinney.

The healthiest loners shrug 
it off and don’t search for mates, the com- 
plicit loners play along and go through the 
motions of searching for mates, and the 
oblivious loners make themselves and oth¬ 
ers miserable by searching for and landing 
mates they never wanted.
